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1, Between 1? October and 1 November, there was only intermittent flying by two- 

, seater, lowewing monoplanes fitted with a rigid landing rear at Litten«llen- 
purschwitz airfield... Aircraft mostly circled widely over the airfield, Ocoantonaliy: 
flirhts were observed in which student pilete were apparently made familiar with 
air tactics. During these flirhts, the plance climbed to an altitude of 800 to 
1,000 meters, performed one or ta6 rolls, then sideslipped loosing altitude 
while spinning. At aun altitude of 300 to LCO meters, the planes pulled. out and 
subsequently landed, These planes always had crews of two, Thirteen aircraft
